COMMERCIAL    STOCKS    OF    WHEAT,    CORN,    OATS,    BARLEY,    AND    RYE,    AND 
THEIR   PRINCIPAL  PRODUCTS,  ON  JANUARY  1,  1919— SPECIAL   REPORT 


This  issue  of  "Food  Surveys"  gives  detailed  information  with 
regard  to  commercial  stocks  of  the  principal  grains  and  grain 
products,  as  reported  in  the  General  Food  Survey  of  January  1, 
1919.  This  Survey  did  not  cover  stocks  in  the  hands  of  retail 
dealers.  Preliminary  figures,  covering  stocks  reported  by  selected 
classes  of  business  up  to  January  18,  have  already  been  published 
in  "Food  Surveys,"  Volume  II,  No  16,  under  date  of  January  25, 
1919.  These  preliminary  figures,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  this  group 
of  commodities  (for  list,  see  Table  1),  are  superseded  by  the  figures 
here  presented.  The  latter,  it  should  be  noted,  include  not  only 
the  quantities  reported  on  late  schedules  received  after  January  18, 
but  also  quantities  reported  by  additional  classes  of  business — 
classes  which  do  not  submit  monthly  reports. 

The  data  for  the  other  commodities  covered  by  the  General  Food 
Survey  of  January  1,  1919,  will  be  published  in  four  additional 
special  reports,  to  be  issued  in  the  following  order,  beginning  about 
March  1. 

Fats  and  oils,  meats,  and  fish— Vol.  II,  No.  20. 

Dairy  and  related  products,  sugar,  sirup,  honey,  and  candy — 

Vol.  II,  No.  21. 
Canned  goods,  potatoes,  onions,  and  cabbage — Vol.  II,  No.  22. 
Beans  and  peas,  grain  sorghums,  miscellaneous  cereal  products, 

dried  fruits,  nuts,  and  peanuts — Vol.  II,  No.  23. 

The  figures  given  in  this  report  for  total  stocks  on  January  1,  1919, 
include  quantities  in  transit,  these  quantities  being  also  shown 
separately  in  Table  3.  The  comparative  figures,  however,  include 
only  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey. 

Table  1  presents  a  summary  of  the  United  States  totals  for  the 
commodities  making  up  the  group  now  under  consideration.  The 
number  of  firms  reporting  stocks  of  each  commodity  for  January  1, 
1919,  and  the  total  quantities  reported  are  shown  in  the  first  two 
columns  of  the  table. 

The  total  quantities  of  the  several  commodities  on  hand  and  in 
transit,  as  reported  by  manufacturers,  storage  establishments,  and 
wholesale  dealers,  were  as  follows:  Wheat,  228,786,419  bushels; 
corn,  21,737,816  bushels;  oats,  76,439,431  bushels;  barley,  30,772,275 
bushels;  rye,  21,211.394  bushels;  white  wheat-flour,  8,982,898 
barrels;  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour,  154,627  barrels;  barley 
flour,  418,458  barrels;  rye  flour,  643,389  barrels;  corn  flour, 
63,180,257  pounds;  corn  meal,  98,292,287  pounds;  and  rolled  oats, 
134,215,278  pounds.

*  The  "Firms  reporting."  as  shown  in  the  tables,  are  the  firms  which  reported 
actual  stocks  of  the  commodity  in  question.  A  considerable  number  of  other 
firms  submitted  reports  indicating  that  their  stocks  of  specified  commodities  were 
entirely  exhausted.  Thus  1,393  firms  reported  that  they  had  no  wheat  in  stock 
on  January  1,  1919,  making  a  total  of  12,542  firms  from  whom  reports  were  received 
regarding  stocks  of  wheat.

Nearly  seven-eighths  of  the  firms  reporting  gave  information  for 
January  1,  1918,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1919.  Comparative 
figures  for  these  dates,  based  on  the  returns  from  such  firms,  are 
given  in  the  latter  part  of  Table  1,  and  also  in  greater  detail  in 
Tables  2  and  6.  Tables  1  and  2  also  show  what  percentage  the  1919 
stock  represented  of  the  stocks  held  by  the  same  firms  on  January 
1,  1918. 

The  stocks  of  wheat  on  January  1,  1919,  as  indicated  by  the 
revised  figures  shown  in  Table  1,  were  equal  to  220.4  per  cent  of 
those  reported  for  the  same  date  last  year,  or  considerably  more 
than  twice  as  large.  This  increase  of  120.4  per  cent  in  the  commercial 
stocks  on  hand  January  1,  1919,  as  compared  with  the  similar  stocks 
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on  January  1,  1918,  would  seem  to  be  due,  as  already  indicated, 
mainly  to  the  increased  yield  of  the  current  year,  and  to  the  more 
rapid  movement  of  grain  into  commercial  channels.  The  commercial 
stocks  of  barley  and  rye  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  larger  by 
3.7  per  cent  and  155.5  per  cent,  respectively,  than  those  held  by 
the  same  firms  a  year  earlier,  while  the  stocks  of  oats  reported  were 
practically  the  same  as  those  of  January  1,  1918,  and  the  stocks  of 
corn  were  15.3  per  cent  smaller. 

The  holdings  of  white  wheat-flour  reported  for  January  1,  1919, 
were  30.6  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  a  year  earlier,  while  the 
stocks  of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour  were  8.1  per  cent  smaller. 
Rye  flour  showed  an  increase  of  56.5  per  cent  in  the  stocks  reported 
for  the  current  year,  as  compared  with  the  stocks  held  by  the  same 
firms  a  year  ago,  while  the  holdings  of  barley  flour  were  nearly  five 
times  as  large  as  those  of  1918  and  the  holdings  of  corn  flour  nearly 
six  times  as  large.  The  stocks  of  corn  meal  showed  an  increase  of 
166.9  per  pent  and  the  stocks  of  rolled  oats  an  increase  of  61.3 
per  cent.

Table  2  gives  the  stocks  reported  for  January  1,  1919  (revised 
figures),  by  each  class  of  business  concerns,  together  with  compara- 
tive figures  similar  to  those  shown  in  Table  1  for  all  classes  combined. 

These  figures  indicate  that  more  than  seven-tenths  of  the  wheat 
and  oats  and  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  corn  were  reported  by  the 


elevators  and  grain  warehouses.  More  than  one-fifth  of  the  wheat 
and  nearly  one-sixth  of  the  corn  were  reported  by  the  grain  and 
flour  mills.  In  the  case  of  barley,  the  elevators  and  grain  warehouses 
held  about  five-sixths  of  the  stocks  reported,  and  in  the  case  of  rye 
nearly  nine-tenths.

Of  the  8,982,898  barrels  of  white  wheat-flour  reported  by  all 
classes  of  concerns,  the  grain  mills  held  more  than  one-third;  the 
elevators  and  warehouses  together  held  over  one-fourth;  the  whole- 
sale dealers,  more  than  one-fifth;  and  the  bakers,  nearly  one-sixth. 
The  mills  also  held  one-fourth  of  the  barley  flour  and  the  corn 
flour,  one-fifth  of  the  rye  flour,  and  one-seventh  of  the  whole-wheat 
and  graham  flour;  the  wholesale  dealers  reported  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  rye  flour,  one-fourth  of  the  corn  flour,  about  three- 
tenths  of  the  barley  flour  and  the  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour; 
and  the  bakers  reported  one-fourth  of  the  rye  flour,  one-fifth  of  the 
corn  flour,  one-seventh  of  the  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour,  and 
one-tenth  of  the  barley  flour. 

Of  the  corn  meal,  the  wholesale  dealers  reported  about  four-tenths, 
and  the  mills  and  the  cereal  food  manufacturers  together  more  than 
45  per  cent;  of  the  rolled  oats,  the  manufacturers  reported  more 
than  one-fourth  and  the  wholesale  dealers  more  than  one-half.

Table  3  shows  the  quantity  of  each  commodity  reported  as  in 
transit  by  each  class  of  business.  The  figures  for  goods  in  transit 
were  obtained  under  the  following  instructions:  "Report  as  in 
transit  the  total  quantity  of  each  commodity  which  you  have  recently 
shipped  and  which  you  believe  had  not  been  delivered  to  the  pur- 
chaser or  consignee  before  the  close  of  business  on  January  1,  1919." 
These  quantities,  as  already  stated,  have  been  uniformly  included 
in  all  totals  shown  for  January  1,  1919.  If  it  is  desired  to  ascertain, 
for  any  purpose,  the  quantities  reported  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of 
the  Survey,  exclusive  of  goods  in  transit,  these  may  be  found  by 
subtracting  from  the  totals  shown  in  Table  1  or  Table  2  the  quantities 
in  transit,  as  given  in  Table  3.
